The Wiomen’s Association report 
was read by Mrs. V. C. French, sec- 
retary for 1932, now president for 
1833. It showed 51 members holding 
a continuous run of meetings with 
an excellent average of attendance, 
and covering many lines of work 
aside from raising funds. The bazaar 
was the big effort and was quite suc- 
cessful. The contribution. of the 
Women’s Association to the building 
fund amounted to $2300.00, and with- 
out this money very little could have 
been done towards renovating the 
church. The women were glad _ to 
help. Much work had been done to 
the Manse to make it presentable 
and comfortable. The Association 
looks forward tto another active year 
to assist in completing the church 
building. 

The Building Committee’s rep«rt

of a 20 per cent cut in the basic rate 
of wages was served over the week- 
end by the Canadian National and 
Canadian Pacific railways to their 
engineers, firemen, conductors, train- 
men, yardmen and telegraphers, con- 
stituting the “running trades.” 

The union men affected number 
26,000, scattered through every prov- 
ince of Canada. The notice stated 
the new rate would become effective 
March 8. It is a straight cut of 20 
per cent from the basic rate, the rate 
paid the men up to Dec. 31, 1931.

DEAF AND DUMB AIDED 
BY NEW APPARATUS 


Toronto, Jan. 27.—A_ perfected 
apparatus, which will enable the 
deaf and dumb to* hear and so learn 
to speak, was demonstrated Thurs- 
day in the office of Hon. Dr. J. D. 
Monteith, Ontario minister of public 


works, under whose direction it was 


constructed. 

The apparatus is in the form of a 
portable cabinet and has been tried 
out in the Ontario school for deaf 
at Belleville with distinct success. 

It is developed on the principle of 
sound amplifiation and the cost is a 
mere fraction of “hearing” machines 
now in use it was stated. 

E. R. Livingstone, sound engineer, 
is the inventor of the apparaius.

cumstances. Long boots lacing up 
the front were worn by Greek hunters. 
| Besides sandals the Roman patricians 


wore shoes of black leather; red 
leather shoes were reserved for sen- 
ators, and the long boot or’ buskin

With the approach of 6,000 boxes 
of New Zealand butter to our west 
coast the question of butter importa- 
tions again raises its cantankerous 
head. This time in an. unusually ugly 
and unwarranted form. 


Canadian butter manufacturers are 
aroused and producers are showing 
keen interest. In Alberta, creamery 
operators and cream shippers are de- 
manding the shipment be impounded 
immediately on arrival. The Okan- 
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one year ago. They do-not state that 
there are 26,252,000 pounds which is 
more than the five year average of 
24,000,000 pounds. 

To come back to our local situation, 
on 800 Okanagan farms cream 
cheques are today the main. source of 
revenue.. The tie and pole business 
is almost at a standstill. It is almost 
impossible to sell veal or hogs except 
in carlots. Grains are of little value 
except for feeding. It is a fact that 
on hundreds of Okanagan farms 
cream cheques buy the groceries, 
hardware, clothing, drugs and other 
supplies. Sometimes they are used 
to help to pay the taxes. 

It is for this reason that we are in- 
terested in importations of New 
Zealand butter brought here to make

resolution at its last meeting con- 
demning the importation on the 
grounds that there is a sufficient sup- 
ply of Canadian made butter on hand 
and that such an unwarranted shtp- 
ment is detrimental to Canadian 
producers. This is in anticipation of 
the downward rush of prices which 
may follow arrival of so large a quan- 
tity of butter on a market already 
over-supplied. 

Tt is charged that the importation 
of this butter is due to the desire of 
traders to show an unearned trading 
profit and not because of any need 
for supplies. 

The transaction arises out of 
economic upset.

It is made possible 
only through the temporary and ut- 
terly fictitious fluctations in values 
of the dollar and the pound sterling. 
'It affords some city-slick traders an 
opportunity to filch an unearned pro- 
fit out of the misery and further de- 
pression of the people on the land. It 
has its origin in grasping greed. 

With the New Zealand pound ster- 
ling quoted at $3.46 in Canadian funds 
instead of par at $4.863%, traders see 
an opportunity to make a profit. Hv- 
ery pound of New Zealand butter sold 
in Vancouver for 20c, at the present 
rate of exchange actually pays in the 
funds of New Zealand 1s. 2d., which 
at par is the equivalent of 28c, a clear 
gain of 8c. That is enough to pay 
duty, ocean freight, wharfage charg- 
es and a neat profit. 


The present shipment may be the 
first of many. New Zealand has a 
huge surplus and dealers are looking 
for outlets. Canada offers a likely 
dumping ground. 


The greatest increase in butter pro- 
duction iin the records of New Zeal- 
and is now being enjoyed. The first 
three months of the present season 
of heavy produgtion, on those islands 
show an advance of nearly’ 20 per 
cent. 

The record increase in production 
by our cousins, the 157,178,000 pounds 
now enroute to market, and the un- 
favorable monetary exchange rate, 
are justifiable causes for alarm on 
the part of Canadian dairymen. At 
the same time we should remember 
some advantages recently won. The 
pact consummated at Ottawa changed 
ad valorem duty of 10 per cent on 
dairy products entering Great Britain 
from foreign countries, to a tariff of 
15s per cwt., the equivalent of 2.23c 
per pound at prevailing exchanges 
and current London prices. Entry is 
free for butter from Canada. This 
gives us an advantage on a big mar- 
ket. Canadian dairy interests also 
have the protection of 4¢ a pound 
duty against imports from New Zeal- 
and. The Dominion Government has 
not been unmindful of our interests 
and no doubt the authorities expect 
Canadian dairymen to do their part 
to reduce production costs and in this 
way. meet competition. However 
an 8c a pound advantage because of 
exchange rates was never thought of, 
and atop of this their very favorable 
climatic conditions during our winter 
months, actually gives the New Zeal- 
and dairy industry a substantial ad- 
vantage. 

Butter importers at Vancouver ad- 
vance the claim that the shipment 
now enroute is not large and that the 
prospect of its arrival has not yet dis- 
turbed the market. Also they state 
there is less butter in Canada than 
there was at the corresponding date

“THREAT TO ECONOMIC LIFE” 


Ottawa, Jan. 26—The railway prob-! 
lem in Canada is threatening the very 
economic life of the country, Premier 
Bennett told a deputation of raiiway* 
men here Thursday. Like the fabled 
old man ot fhe sea it was clinging to 
the back of Canad:,' slowly throttling 
its life. 

No language would be tov 
travagant to describe the serious- 
ness of Canada’s, railway problem, 
the prime minister said. It had 
been submitted by the railwaymen

Alberta’s Fine Winter 

Weather statistics compiled the 
past week by the provincial publicity 
branch reveal how unusually fine a 
winter has been enjoyed thus far by 
the people of the province, with com- 
paratively little cold weather.

Edmonton had 5 days above freezing, 
6 days altogether above the 20- 
degree mark, and 10 days below zero. 
Calgary had 6 days above freezing, 
a total of 11 days above the 20-degree 
mark, and only 5 days below zero. 
Lethbridge had only 4 days below 
zero, With 9 days above freezing and 
13 days altogether above the 20-degree 
mark. The coldest mark in November 
was 23 below at Lethbridge, with 18 
below at Calgary and 10 below at 
Edmonton. In December the coldest 
mark was 29 below at Hdmonton, 14 
below at Calgary and 13 below at 
Lethbridge. In January the low point 
at Edmonton,, 14 below 
at Calgary and 12 below at Leth- 
bridge.

HALITOSIS 


Advertisers have made the public 
breath-conscious. By word and by 
picture, the possessor of an unpleas- 
ant breath is depicted as one who is 
cut off from society and shunned as 
if he or she were a leper. 


Halitosis is disagreeable, and it 
may be so offensive as to keep peo- 
ple at a distance. It is also true that 
the victim is usually unaware of his 
condition, but as to whether or not 
there is great reluctance on the part 
of his family or friends to inform him 
of the fact, we do not know. 


The most common error with re- 
gard to halitosis is the belief that bad 
breath comes only .rom some faulty 
condition of the mouth, and that, in 
all cases, it can be overcome by hav- 
ing a clean mouth. 


The offensive breath may be due 
to the condition of the mouth. If 
the teeth are not thoroughly and reg- 
ularly cleaned, food particles are 
left around the teeth; these particles 
decay and give rise to an unpleasant 
breath. 

Dental plates or bridges may not 
properly fitted, with the result 
that they cannot be cleaned with the 


toothbrush. This causes food to col- 
lect and the disagreeable odor to 
arise. 


The gums may be infected, pus may 
be present, and if so, an unpleasant 
odor is given to the breath. Any of 
the several inflammatory conditions 


which may occur in the soft tissues 
of the mouth may be responsible. 

However, hhalitosis may be due to 
conditions outside of the mouth. In- 
fected head sinuses which drain into 
the nose may be responsible, as may 
also be some chronic disturbance of 
the digestive organs, or faulty elimin- 
ation. 

A clean, sound mouth is desirable. 
The mouth is the gateway of the 
hody. Clean food should not be allow- 
ed to be contaminated by dirty teeth | 
or infected gums before it enters the 
{stomach. Clean teeth, free from dis-: 
ease, are essential to health. In ad- 
dition, a clean and healthy mouth is! 
essential to a sweet breath. 

If the breath is unpleasant, the 
mouth is not necessarily at fault. If 
it comes from outside the mouth, it 
cannot be overcome by any amount 
of attention that is limited to the 
mouth.
